GENERAL ROBERTS IS PLANING TO TRAP THE BOERS. 


NEW YORK, April 10—A dispatch to the .Tribune from London says there is a strong Impression In the test In- 


formed military circles that the advance of Genaral Roberts' army has already begun under the guise of a. deliberate at- 
tempt to entrap tl>« Boers who have iieen besieging Weponer. Columns are admitted to be In motion from Aliwal North 
and from Hedtfersiurg (tor the relief of the garrison of Wopene.r. but it is suspected that there are other columns oper- 
ating fv.rther north which have not been mentioned by General Roberts, and under preten.=e of cutting off tlie retreat of • 
the Boer raiders he has entered upon a great turning movement which will render the enemy's position north of 
Bloemfontein untenable. 


The rigor with which the censorship is entorced seems to oorr.Aoratc this statement. But a more reasonable view 


Is that the suppression of the raid In the southeastern corner or the. Freo. State is an episode, and that when tha 
British army moves It will follow the railway and not istop until Pretoria Is occupied. 


Ther® has been little news for twenty-four hours, but UIOTO is a stron:,- probability that whc-n th« raiders in thi> south 


are either captured or dispersed General Roberts' army will so north with Irresistible force and the campaign -will be 
ended more speedily than oven the optimists now venture to hope.

WASHINGTON. Apr!! 10.—United States Consul Fay at Pretoria hag not!fled the State Department by cable of 


tha reported action of tha members ot the Chicago Ambulance Corps In taking up arms in the Boer army instead oC 
continuing with the hospital corps, to which they had pledged themselves upon leaving the United States. Appar- 
ently the Portuguese authorities at Lorenzo Marques'had doubts as to the actual neutrality of these men, for the pj,rty 
waa detained nvany days at the port before they were allowed to proceed over the railroad to Pretoria. 


The dispatches state that a letter from Miss Barton turned the tide in their favor. 
Miss Barton was said to have declared that certain members of thu party were known to her and believed to ba 
going under true colors. 


The officials here say that nothing can be done by thorn to prevent such violations of f.-ilth a-s are reported from 


South Africa. The men did not go out with arms and so did not fulfill the leg'al description of a filibustering party which 
would have enabled the United States authorities to prevent their departure.

reflected elsewhere in tliie ibody; that the 
shock from limjury of an extrtemlty, the 
shodk from mental emotion, the shock of 
colic [from stom-ach disturbance, etc., all

•there could too no life or soul without it, 
for life may exist wlthou-t .brain or even 
the spinal cord, and -presumaWy the child 
who lives without a brain and the man 
who lives without the thinking part of

THE GOOD ROADS ISSUE. 


The fact that the probler.i of 
good 


roads Is considerably simplified by the 
experience of communities which have 
utilized the steel pl'ato system is of in- 
terest in 
California 
where 
the State 


Board of Highway Commissioners sug- 
gested a similar plan several years ago. 
It requires the laying ott' wide steel rails 
or plates upon the highways in two par- 
allel lines each of which -is eight Inches 
wide, having a slightly upward project- 
ing flange, so as to prevent tho wheels 
of ordinary vehicles from easily leaving 
the 
track. 
Instead 
of cross-ties, 
the 


plates or rails are made solid in the road 
by ilanges projecting both 
downward 


and outward and imbedded In the con- 
crete of the roadbed. 
Pearson's Month- 


ly for 'May shows that on such a road, 
one horse can do tho v/ork that on an 
ordinary highway would .require twenty 
horses. 
Such a 
modern thoroughfare 


cost 93500 a mile in sections where the 
existing roads were bad. 


It is a well-known fact that in re- 


pairs alone our roads as at present con- 
stituted, cc.st on an average as much 
In ten years as the original cost of this 
new system and yet we never find them 
satisfactory. They are channels of m-ud 
in winter and beds of fine sand and dust 
all the rest of the year. We ha.ve no bi- 
cycle paths. Really we have nothing but 
rlg-hts of way. 
Now to the needs of the 


bicyclist must be added those of the au- 
tomobile owners, 
a 
rapidly 
increasing 


number, and of course the horse-using 
farmers who are twenty times as num- 
erous now as when the present roads 
•were laid out must not be forgotten. The 
steel plate or track roadway seems to 
offer a sensible and economical solution 
of the eood road problem, ifor it Is bicy- 
cle path, automobile track and common 
roadway combined. 
If an old commun- 


ity like the State of Massachusetts ia 
willing to expend CO.OOO a mile rebuilding 
its highways, we con certainly afford 
to make an original outlay of $3500 a ( 
mllo on ours.

"I can hardly believe," he slid, "that 


any foundation exists for thR reports that 
there is grave dantver of a rupture in the 
diplomatic relations between the United 
States and the Sublime I'orte on account 
of the latteir's failure to puy cJlatms aris- 
ing out of alleged outrages suffered by 
A.;:ucrlcan missionaries in Turkey. 
The 


relations between the two yuvernmcmt's 
have always been of a friendly charac- 
ter and are too sacred to be so lijrhtly 
broken oft. The cl'aims amount In all to ! 
$80,000, a paltry sum, I think, upon which 
to base, such a regrettable and injurious 
act. 


"While I have not conducted nei?otia-| 
tions ion ith« subject and am therefore 
not familiar with all the facts, I am sure 
that had Ihe Sultan given his promise to 
pay an immediate settlement would have 
been made. 1 am lot thci opinion that In. 
tha translation of his remarks the drago- 
man misinterpreted his language, convey- 
In;; to the Minister the promise of which 
he speaks, instead of la 'declaration that 
aa inquiry would be ruade of tnc proper 
executl/e department. 


"My government is desirous of UulMling- 


its just obligations, and if the claims ot 
the missionaries can toe established they 
will undoubtedly be settled. But it seems 
ridiculous for the press to speak of a rup- 
ture of diplomatic relations in Tiew of 
the unimportance 'Of the matter and of 
tho small amcnant involved. 
"I may add that my government Is re- 


sponsible in the eyes of international l>aw 
for damages done the property of i'or- 
eisnors during a rtfvolutio'n. At the time | 
of a revolt, however, the fablline Porte 
provided ample protection for Americans 
and their interests. This is all that could 
lave been expected of it. 
Not a singrie 


foreigner was killed or injured. 
"My relations with the State Depart- 


ment are so cordial that 3! can ha.rkily toe- i 
love there is any Foundation for the re- 
port thait a rupture Is impendt.if,-, and be- 
sldcs the officials are too far seeing and 
msaes'.i too much judgment to-'assume the 
•esnonsibillty of such a grave policy." 
Those close to the Turkish Minister de- 
clare that the United States would be a 
greater sufferer than Turk€<y l'.i the event! 
:hat diplomatic relations wene suspend- 
ed. It was pointed out that tho importa- 
tion loif American goodis irto Turkey Is i 
much larger aind more valuable than the! 
mportatlon of Turkish goods into the 
United States. 
There are Several hun- 


Ired American missionaries with their 
families, besides rather American citizens, 
n Turkey, land they would be left with- 
out the- protection of ithe United States 
and would have to depend upon that 
which could bo aftorded by a neutral 
inwer. 


Si> far as Turkey 's concerned, there 
re comparatively few cf her subjects in 
the United States, and the Minister does 
nr>t believe that they would be In :my 
danger even should his legation be with- 
drawn.

AN OAKLANDER S 


WORK IN GENEVA. 


Harper's Weekly contains the 
follow- 
ing about Henry Butters of Oakland: 
"Consul Ridgeley of Geneva, Switzer- 
land, reports to the Staite Department 
that a San Francisco man, air. Henry 
Butters, is revolutionizing the local tran- 
sit system of the city and canton of Ge- 
neva, and expects very soon to super- 
sede all its existing street ear Hn«B by 
overhead and underground trolley lines 
on the American system. 
Mr. Butters, 
who has had to do with street railway 
construction in Cape Town and the City 
of Mexico, happened to visit Geneva in 
1898, 
and determined that Its street-rail- 
way system needed to be 
modernized. 
He 'formed a company of local capital- 
ists, bought control of 45 miles of road 
and got options on 15 miles more., and se- 
cured rights to build new lines. He has 
laid 10 miles of track, and one of his 
lines will be in operation by June 1st. 
If all hig plans are carried out it will 
give his company 95 miles 
of electric 


roads a;t a cost o£ about three million 
dollars, serving a resident population 
of about 120,000. Up to ten years ago 
street railroads were usually local enter- 
prises planned «no! owned by residents 
df the towns they served. That condition 
has pretty ir.uch passed, and we are used 
to the char>g<e. Nevertheless, for a man 
from Sari Francisco to b-a reorganizing 
the railway system of Geneva is a pro- 
ceeding so very modern as to leave one 
rather dazed.

Half of What Was 


Estimated.

NEW TOP.K, April IS.— The appraised 


validation of the estate of Cornelius Van- 
dertailt amounts to about $6'},000,WO. Ex- 
clusive of the residuary estate, which is 
held in trust fior Alfred Gwyime Vander- 
bilt, the valuation of properties calcu- 
lated .from the amount of inheritance tax 
Is only 132.000,000. 
This inheritance tax amounts to $320,272, 


•which has been paid and receipted flor by 
Comptroller Coler. This sum represents 
•what was the property of Cornelius Van- 
<lerbilt In New York, but does not include 
yie transfer tax on the J5.000.000 left to 
Cornelius Vanderbilt by his father, \VH- 
liarn H. Vanderbilt, with power of ap- 
pointment. 
The estate of Cornelius Vanderbilt was 


supposed to have been worth at least 
JIM.000,000. At the time of Cornelius Van- 
derbilt's deiath last September Chauncey 
M. Depsw estimated that tWe entire es- 
tate wa.s worth $70,01)0.000, but it was ex- 
plained that this was a must conservative 
estimate and made only to assist those 
attempting to g-et 
some idea 
iOf 
-the 
amount of the residuary -estate comins 
to Alfred. 
According to the terms 'of the Vanfler- 
bllt will, tn nddition to the Jl,230,000 re- 
«:elve>l from the trust fund left by his 
father, and $1,250,000 from the trust fun'] 
left for the use of hi-s mcthtfr, Alfred re- 
ceived a direct Inheritance from his father 
of $5,000,000. 
Cornelius Jr. being practi- 


cally disinherited, to Alfred was also bc- 
ciu-?athfcd all that remained after the 
distribution of the specific amounts. Out 
of this portion Alfred gave to Cornelius 
$5.000,000. 
The estimate of Senator T>epew put the 
residuary estate at f34.50ii.OpO. In thu ap- 
praisement jtint comp'lpte'd the amount is 
much lev?s, but no record of the inheri- 
tance -tax from this part of the estate 
•will be made until Alfred reaches the 
»ge of 25.
